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SUBJ: lOINT NIGER-NIGERIA MOVE TO MEDIAR IN CHAD-LIBYA DISPUTE 

1. SUMMARY: NIGER AND NIGERIAN FOREIGN MINISTERS TRAVELLED 
TOGETHER TO TO TRIPOLI AND NDJAMENA JULY 24-25 IN LATEST ROUND 
OF DIPLOMATIC EFFORTS TO RESOLVE CHAD-LIBYA DISPUTE. IN 
COURSE OF TRIP, THEY MET WITH BOTH PRESIDENTS QADHAFI AND 
MALLOUM. IN MILDLY POSTITIVE STATEMENT AT JOURNEY'S END, NIGER 
FONMIN NOTED THAT BOT CHAD AND LIBYA INTERESTED IN REDUCING 
TENSIONS. END SUMMARY. 

2. NIGERIAN EONMIN GARBA AND NIGER FONMIN DJERMAKOYE JOINTE 
FORCES IN LATEST ATTEMPT TO MEDIATE CHAD-LIBYA TROU- 
BLES. DURING STOP IN NIAMEY TO PICK UP NIGER COUNTERPART, GARBA 
TOLD PRESS THAT JOINT EFEORT HAD BEEN AGREED UPON DURING 
OBASANJO STATE VISIT TO NIAMEY ONE WEEK AGO. GARBA 
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CAUTIONED THAT JOINT MISSION WAS QUOTE EXPLORATORY 
UNQUOTE IN NATURE AND THAT ITS OUTCOME WAS IMPOSSIBLE 
TO PREDICT. ACCORDING TO GARBA, THE JOINT MISSION HAD 
NO READY, PRECONCEIVED SOLUTIONS TO HAND OUT, BUT WAS 
HOPING SUCH ANSWERS WOULD EVOLVE IN THE COURSE OE THE 
TRIP. 
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3. IN STATEMENTS TO THE PRESS BEEORE BOARDING PLANE BOUND 
EOR TRIPOLI, DJERMAKOYE SAID THAT NIGER HAD BEEN INVOLVED 
IN ATTEMPTS TO MEDIATE BETWEEN CHAD AND LIBYA EOR ALMOST A 
YEAR NOW. IN COURSE OF THESE EEFORTS, DJERMAKOYE SAID THAT 
HE HAD MET WITH ALL PARTIES INVOLVED, INCLUDING THE CHADIAN 
TOUBOU REBELS. (DJERMAKOYE DID NOT SPECIEY WHICH FACTION, 

BUT MEETING WITH REBEL LEADER GOUKNOUNI IN TRIPOLI APPEARS 
MOST LIKELY POSSIBILITY.) ACCORDING TO DJERMAKOYE, THESE 
UNILATERAL EEEORTS TO MEDIATE HAD ENDED WHEN OAU INVESTIGATING 
COMMISSION WAS SET UP AT LIBREVILLE CONEERENCE. DJERMAKOYE TOOK 
PAINS TO POINT OUT THAT LATEST NIGER-NIGERIA INITIATIVE WAS NOT 
MEANT TO COMPROMISE WORK OF OAU COMMISSION, BUT TO ENHANCE IT. 

4. WHEN QUESTIONED ABOUT RECENT LIGHTING BETWEEN LIBYAN AND 
EGYPTIAN EORCES, DJERMAKOYE DESCRIBED THE SITUATION AS DISQUIETING 
AND DETERIORATING. HOWEVER, HE SAID JOINT MISSION WITH GARBA WAS 
CONCEIVED BEEORE THESE LATEST EVENTS AND IT IMPOSSIBLE TO TACKLE 
TOO MANY ISSUES AT ONCE. DJERMAKOYE EMPHASIZED THAT HE AND 
GARBA WERE GOING TO TRIPOLI AND CHAD STRICTLY TO DISCUSS THE 
CHAD-LIBYA CONELICT. 

5. ACCORDING TO PRESS REPORTS CARRIED IN JULY 26 ISSUE 
OE LE SAHEL, GARBA AND DJERMAKOYE WERE RECIEVED BY 
QADHAEI IN TRIPOLI JULY 24. MEETING WITH CHADIAN 
PRESIDENT MALLOUM WAS ON JULY 25. UPON LEAVING NDJAMENA, 
DJERMAKOYE MADE MILDLY POSITIVE STATEMENT THAT CHAD AN 
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LIBYA WERE QUOTE DISPOSED TO PUT TO REST THE PROBLEM OE 
THE CONELICT WHICH OPPOSES THEM UNQUOTE. DJERMAKOYE 
RETURNED WITH GARBA TO LAGOS JULY 25 TO CONTINUE DISCUSSIONS 
AND BRIBE NIGERIAN CHIEF OF STATE ON LATEST ROUND OE WEST 
AERICAN SHUTTLE DIPLOMACY.JAMES 
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
